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PREFACE. 

In the year 1028 a big hoaid of the copper coins of Gujarat sultans -was found 
flora a hill near Mai ole, a village to the north-east of Andhen Station of the 
B B & C I Hallway, Thana District About a hundred coins, mostly of rmknown 
types, were selected for tins museum, about 346 coins were distributed to other 
museums, and the rest returned to the Victoria and Albert Museum, Bombay 

Seven years after this, the picked collection of the late Dr G P Taylor, con- 
sistmg of 179 sdvcr and 459 copper corns, was purchased from IVIr S M Contractor 
of Bombay Again m 1932 Professor S H Hodivala, M A , offered his whole collec- 
tion of coins to the museum, including 137 silver and 874 copper corns of the Gujarat 
sultans The Trustees availed themselves of this opportumty of ennchmg their collec- 
tion of these corns, and it is but natural that Mr A Master, I C S , C I E , the Presid- 
ent of the Numismatic Society of India, advised them, in his presidential address 
for the year 1932, to undertake the pubhcation of a catalogue of these corns The 
exammation and registration of the corns m these collections gave Mr Smghal, my 
Gallery Assistant, an opportunity to specialise and quahfy himself as the proper man 
to compile this catalogue From the total number of about 500 silver and 2,000 
copper coins about 1,000 tjrpical corns are mcorporated m this catalogue and about 
150 selected ones are illustrated in the plates It is rather unfortunate that, 
though about 20 gold coins of this dynasty are known, this museum has secured only 

one specimen so far 

With a view, however, to make the catalogue as exhaustive and representative 
as possible, members of the Numismatic Society of India and various collectors 
and museums — both m and out of India — were requested to favour us with a list 
of such of then Gujarat sultan coins as have not been catalogued so far With 
the help of several rephes, hsts, and photographs received m response to our appeal 
it was possible to include m this catalogue ^the description of such additional corns 
j as are not m our cabmet These corns are described m chronological order, and 
bear the additional letters a, b, c, etc along with the serial numbers We take 
this opportumty of expressmg our heart-felt thanks to all those who have extended 
their healthy co-operation to us m this work 

The first serious attempt at descnbmg these coins was made by Dr G P Taylor 
m 1902 m his scholarly paper prmted m the Journal of tJie Boinbay Blanch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society In 1907 Mr H N Wnght described corns of this dynasty 
m his volume H of T^ie Indian Museum Coins Duruig the course of these thirty 
years several new types have come to light In 1926 Professor S H Hodivala 
published his paper on some unpublished coins in the Bombay Asiaitc Society's Jour- 
nal, New Series, volume II Li compihng this catalogue, tliese pubhcations, as 
well as other stray lists and notes written on several eoins by Messrs Edward 
Thomas, Laue-Poole, E Oliver, A Master, C B Smghal, A Botham, and K N 
Dilcshit were consulted, and we thank them heartily for the help we reeeived 
from their pubhcations

INTRODUCTION. 

GENERAL 


A CRTTICVL siiidy of t]\c histoi}’^ of India shows that thcie has always been a 
sncecssioii of rise and fall of tlie ecntral powei, ^vlth eonsequent ehanges, in the 
inverse order, in the positions of the pronneial luleis I^dienever the emperor at 
Delhi nas a ponerfiil monareh, he reduced all the rulers m different parts of India 
to mere feudal kings, oi independently appomted governors of his oivn choice 
and had a guiding hand in the adinmistration of the various provmces in accordance 
mtli his omi policy But, as soon as the rulei happened to be a wealdmg and the 
power at the centie vaned, or ulien the trusted nobles and courtiers conspued 
against the emperor, the provincial governors naturally took advantage of the 
slackness of supervision and seized the reins of administration m their own hands 

After the all-powerful rule of AUa-ud-chn Kliilji and the predominating power 
of Muhammad Tuglilaq, succeeded by the able admmistration of Firoze, there was a 
reaction once more The latci Tughlaqs, the Sayyids, and the Lodis had none of the 
talents and governmg abihties of their predecessors who carved out the Muhammadan 
empire in India Naturally it gave an opportunity to the iirovmcial governors 
to declare their independence and get out of the control of the so-called Delhi 
emperors, who were by now mere puppets in the hands of mtngumg nobles and 
selfish and ambitious courtiers Taimur’s attack m 1398 was a death-blow to the 
imperial power of the rulers at Delhi 

All these factors led to complete anarchy at the centre and the estabhsh- 
ment and consolidation of independent kmgdoms in various parts of India, such 
as Kashmir, Bengal, Malwa, Jaunpur, Khandesh, Gujarat, Gulbarga. etc All 
those sultans issued their own corns for about two to three centuries untd their 
kmgdoms were once more absorbed m the Mughal empire under Akbar and his succes- 
sors Thus, from the nurmsmatic pomt of view, the history of various provmces 
and the study of their comage form a very vast subject for research A good deal 
of spade work is already done by pioneer numismatists m almost all the branches 
of tlus period But, as we go deeper and mvestigate, we find that there is stdl so 
much to be done m each of them We have therefore taken upon ourselves to 
bnng to hght a large number of new tjqies of coins of the sultans of Gujarat unnoticed 
and unpublished hitherto Fortunately the cabmet of this museum has a very rich 
collection to afford us with greater facdity to issue a pubhcation exclusively of 
coins of this dynasty of Gujarat 

Should the scholars of every pro vmce or the authorities of the various provmcial 
museums be able to concentrate upon the collection of corns of local mterest and 
issue exclusive pubhcations of this nature, a flood of hght will be thrown on the 
vast field of numismatics that stdl stands unexplored before us

HISTOBICAL OUTUOT: 

It 18 neither necessary nor appropriate for tho purposes of Introducmg the 
subject matter of this catalogue to oar reoden to narrato n detailed history of the 
suhariB of Gujarat m these pngts What wo ore concerned with is only an outline 
of the history of those rulers with special reference to coins It is therefore proposed 
to deal with only such of tho incidents circumstances and historical events dunng 
tho regimes of those sultans as are essential for following tho growih development 
and d^y of the coinage of the dynasty Those who are Interested in detail* may 
refer to histoncal works such os (1) TanlK i Femhta by Muhammad Qasim sur

In the year \ D 1301 dunng tlio reign of Noair al dm iinhammad Shah 1\ 
Tughlaq on the throne of Delhi as emperor of India Znfar KJmn one of his nobk* 
and a distant rclati\o was appointed viceroy of Gujarat and sent to chastise 
Farhut*al 'Mulk Rosti Khan who Iiad rebelled with the Idea of becoming indeponJ 
ent of tho paramount power at Delhi \t Kambliu m tho district of Anhllratl 
I’attan Rastl Khan iraa defeated and slain and Zafar Khan founded on the site 
of tho battle the town of Jitpur

declared Ahinnd Khnti Iu'j ginndson. ns liis succc'^sor He, lio\^cvor, could not wait

st\Icd Ahmadnngar about eighteen miles south-west of Idni and on the banks

Mjiltamwal II (.1 II SJG-Sjj) Muhammad Shah II succeeded Ins fathei, who 
died m S4G He was weak and merciful to a fault, and the period of Ins rule, 
extending over nine j^cars is, moie or less, uneventful IVlien Mahmud Klialji of 
Malwa invaded Gujarat with a large arm}’-, he, instead of fighting, took to flight 
like a cow'ard Naturally, the officers got disgusted wnth him and had him poisoned 
through one of his own relatives 

Ahmad Shah 11 (A H Soo-SGS) — Jalal Khan, his son and successor, ascended 
the throne ivith the title of Qutb-ud-dumya \va-ud-din (“ The Polestar of the World 
and of the Faith”) Ahmad Shah He met Mahmud Khalji at Kapadvanja and 
gave him a crushing defeat He also made several unsuccessful attempts at 
captiumg Chitor, and ultimately, when lie led an expedition accompamed by 
the Sultan of Malwa, the Bana promised to pay the tnbute It is doubtful whether 
he died from a sword wound or from the effect of poison admmistcied by his 
queen 

Baud Shah — Qutb-ud-din was succeeded by his uncle, Daud Shah On 
ascendmg the throne, however, he, by givmg a high office to a low'-boni man and 
by other foohsh acts, lost the confidence of his nobles, who dethroned him and 
placed Mahmud Shah, son of Ahmad Shah, on the throne of Gujarat 

Mahmud I (Begda) (A H 863-977) — ^Rlahmud Shah Begda was the gieatesfc of 
aU Gujarat sultans, and dunng his reign the prospenty of the kingdom reached 
its highest zemth His comage was equally neh in vanety and workmanship, and 
his coins, known as Mahmudis, can be presented as the best specimens of cah- 
graphy TTir nuhtary operations and his skxU m civil administration are simply 
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superb Like Abmad I he founded t\ro town® namely ilustfifabad and iluhoni 
madabad and catabliahcd rmnta at both places Ho twice attacked Hoja Slandlik 
of Girnar onco m A.H- S71 and again In 874 In the second attempt when the 
fort of Gimar was besieged, a good deal of rceistanco was offered by ilandliU 
but ultimately for want of proviaiona ho had to surrender tho fort and embrace 
Islatcu ilahmud built a city on tho site and called it Mustafabad 

Baval Jaysingh of Champancr attacked and killed ono of Mahmud s genend® 
and Mahmud went m person to pomsh tho raja for his impudence After a pm* 
trncted sicgo for a year or so tho raja performed johar and sallied forth for a ftco 
fight He wua captured but unlike Raja Mandhk ho refused to ombrnco Islam 
and paid tho penalty by suffering death This Champancr was given a new nanw* 
Muhamraadabod and both names occur aide by side as the full title of the mint 
town on tho coins issued from this place 

Mtuajfar 11 (A // 917-032) — Mahmuds son Klmlil Khan succeeded him and 
adopted tho title of Mutaffar IL Ho was pioos learned and merciful and wo® 
htvied Mutaffar the Ckment Ho lacked the sternness requirid for a ruler of Iho^ 
times and the result was that ho was Involved in repeated disturbances In Jlslira 
and had to fight for tho greater penod of his reign with tho Ranasof Chitorajxl 
Idar In his okl ago be grew more and more religioiTs and often offered bis life fnr 
the welfare of Ins people 

'^lixjndar ( -I 11 0-i2) — Mutaffar s eldest son Sikandar sueceetled hU father hut 
he incurred the displeasure of old ministers by bestowing favours on his inexpert 
enerd joung friends In his attempt to disp«>*c of Iraad ul miilk one of the trus’f®!

Mxihanimad HI — Mubammad Farulcbi of KJiandesb, son of Bahadur’s sister, 
was invited to the throne , but, knowing the fate of bis maternal uncle, he passed his 
time m prayer and fastmg, and succeeded m courtmg death after a month or so 

Mahmud HI (A H 913-961) — ilabmud m, Bahadur’s nephew, son of his 
brother, Iiatif Klian, was thereafter placed on the throne by the nobles at the 
tender age of eleven. Naturally, he was a king only m name, whde Darya Khan, 
one of his ministers, was all-powerful In course of time Llahmud became restless, 
and, bemg unable to submit to the restramt, desired to throw ofi his yoke Darya 
Khan thereupon placed another boy on the throne with the title of Muzaffar HI, 
and caused coins to bo struck in his name. Mahmud, however, was successful in 
mamtairung his hold as he was popular with his subjects He, however, could not 
agree with Darya Khan’s life of pleasure and sensuahty and fled to Dhandhuka 
on bemg mvited by Alam Khan Lodi with the promise of makmg him independent 
of Darya Khan Darya Khan’s followers also deserted him and he was captured 
and confined m the fort of Surat 

Bnrhan, a boy of mean ongm, attracted the attention of Mahmud, who appomt- 
ed him against the wishes of his nobles as a Shoe-Bearer He gathered strength, 
and in course of time aspired to the throne. With this end m view he one mght 
ofiered Mahmud a cup of poisoned sharbat and stabbed him with a dagger The next 
day he got all the nobles slaughtered at the hands of a few of the army of 
Baghmars, or tiger-slayers He sat on the throne, and, dressed m royal garments, 
started m procession through the city Shirwan Khan, one of the surviving nobles, 
knew of this , and having met him on the way, mth one blow cut him mto two 

Ahmad HI (A H 961-968) — Etimad Elhan, one of the Amirs who was in 
charge of the harem, and who had secured the confidence of the late sultan, was 
consulted as to the possibility of a pnnee bemg bom m the near future He rephed 
in the negative, but advised the nobles about a distant relative hvmg at Abmedabad. 
The boy was immediately sent for and placed on the throne, with the title of 
Ahmad Shah HI Other nobles, headed by Ikhtiyar-ul-mulk, tried to put forward 
Shahu as claimant to the throne, but they were defeated near Mahmudabad and 
forced to disperse Internal dissensions hastened the downfall of the Sultanat 
Mubarak Shah of Khandesh, who mvaded Gujarat, was bribed with the surrender 
of Sultanpur and Nandarbar Some other nobles called m the Portuguese for help m. 
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retaining Surat and agreed to part with Daman and Sanjan Ahmad got disgusted 
•with Etimad Khan and yearned for independence hut the latter was too quick and 
the sultan s dead body was found one morning on the sands of the Sabarroatl 

Mvzaffar III (A H QGS-OSO) — ^Etimad Khan the Kingmaker was again 
approached by the nobles, and he produced a chDd named Nalhu or Ilabib and 
represented on oath that ho was tho child of Sultan ilahmud The boy of twclm 
•was thus accepted os king with the title of Muzaffor III Signs of tho downfall 
of tho Sultanat Tvero too evident and Mnzaffar s reign of about twelve years was 
tho period m which several nobles and neighbours were fighting among 

thomsclves to carvo out appropriate and convenient portions of territory for 
themselves Etimad Khan ultimately Invited the Mughal Emperor Akhor to

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COINAGE AND COIN TYPES. 

A study of human psycliologj’^ re\enlt) thai one is loath to welcome sudden 
alterations in the mattei of favourite articles of daily use He is all the raoie careful 
in recognizing a currency which he is not used to oi familial with That is jieihaps 
the reason why even the bravest and mo^t funous conqueiois or the most pow^crful 
inonarchs could not aftoct an abnipt change m the cuirency of the land which they 
could, by virtue of their swoid or otheiwiso, acqunc in the tw'inklmg of an eye. 
The pohtical conquest has therefore been no indication of an innovation oi tiiumph 
in the numismatic field 

The history of numismatics has, on this account, been a natural cnteiion of the 
degree of recognition or popularity of a ruler not only with the financers and bankers, 
but wnth the ordinary masses The luleis were therefore bound to design their 
issues on the Inies of the current comage and effect the necessai^’- changes in type, 
shape, and size bit bj bit so that the evolution of coinage is as if it w'cio a gradual and 
natural sequence of the passage of time and familiarity of the rulmg race 

From this point of view^ if w e examine the comage from the earhest times, we 
would be able to find an almost unbroken link between our times and the remotest 
past so far as numismatics is concerned 

The comage of Gujarat was accordingly an adaptation of issues from the 
-coinage of the Tughlaqs, whoso power was supreme m Gujarat, and whose comage 
was recognized throughout the land before Zafar Khan declared his independence 
of the impenal authority and sat on the throne of Gujarat as'the founder of the 
glorious Gujarat sultanant ivith the title of Muzafiar I Then, durmg the rule of 
luB successors also, we find a marked and gradual shiftmg from one type of com to 
the other m accordance with the circumstances and needs from time to time 

{Muzaffar I, AH 810-813) — Let us at the outset examme the comage of 
Muzafiar I and see how far it was akm to those of his predecessors Unfortunately, 
as no gold or silver corns of this ruler are hitherto known, we are at a loss to say 
anythmg about them Has copper corns resemble m shape and size the copper 
issues of Mahmud Shah II Tughlaq They have the name of the sultan on the 
reverse, and his title Shams-ud-dumya wa-ud-dm on the obverse Out of the two 
known copper ones one has the date A H 813 clear enough on the obverse While 
the descriptive portion of the corns m this catalogue was aheady prmted, my fnend. 
Pandit E. L Antam of Udaipur, showed me a com of this ruler that he recently 
-Secured It bears the date 810 — the very first year of his reign 

Ahmad I {A H 813-846) — His gold corns have not been noticed so far, and m 
silver also only five* pedigree corns are known, one of which is m the Prmce of

name Muhammadabad as well as Champaner inscribed on them There are four 
corns of the Dib mmt three of which are dated A H 900 

AH these corns have, more or less, the same legend Nasir-ud-duniya wa-ud-dm 
Abul-Eateh, the date on the obverse, the name of the sultan in the square, and the 
min t name m the margins on the i averse There is a number of minor variations 
m the position of the date and mmt, and the arrangement, etc , of the legend which 
are aU detailed m the body of the catalogue, and which need not be narrated here 
over agam 

Mahmud’s copper and billon corns, also of the same type, were issued m large 
numbers, and about 160 have been exhibited m the Museum cabmet They are 
all from the same two mints — ^Mustafabad and Muhammadabad 

Some mterestmg pecuhanties must be mentioned here Com No 258 has 
on it the additional names of the sultan’s brother, Qutb Shah, and his father 
Muhammad 

No 269, acquired from Sir Currimbhoy Ebrahim’s collection, has on it clearly 
the date A H 862 as against the date A H 863 given by aU historians as the date 
of the accession of Mahmud 

No 303 from Mustafabad, with date 871 (AD 1466), clearly proves that coins 
were min ted at the end of his first expedition agamst the Raja of Junagadh 

Bfilon corns (Nos 321-324a) have the dates m Arabic characters r unnin g on the 
margins of the reverse m place of the mint 

The letters ‘‘ fi ” meaning ‘‘ at ” are to be noticed for the first tune on coins 
Nos 342-349 

Com No 408 is the only specimen issued from the Muhammadabad mmt It 
IS abnormal, both m design and weight It is modelled after the silver variety 
(No 244), and weighs 318 grains 

The top margm of No 409 bears the letters Khittah, which is usually associated 
with the mint name Dib 

On com No 410, over the name of the sultan and his father, there is the mmt 
name at the top of which the imtial letter or letters are not legible, and which can

Mahmud II {AM 932) ~ 

Mahmud was on the throne for only four months when his brother Bahadur 
got nd of him by poisoning him. There are four coins — Nos. 613-516 — of Gujarat 
fabric which bear the name of Nasir Shah as sultan on the rewer se and can therefore 
be safely assigned to this Mahmud II, whose name while he was a pnnee was 
Nagir Khan Unfortunately none of those coins Is dated 

Bahadur SXah (A B 932 943) —

Bahadur Shah had also the prlTfloge of issuing a pedigree coin dated A.H 033 
The weight and aae ore 129 grains and 8 Inches respectively The legend starts

Bahadurs copper corns Nos 526-531 make a tjpo by themaclrcs wherein the 
legend on the rovereo is nothing but the date written m Arabic characters 
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letter Sanah is in the centre and the top portion reads Asantin, Salas, or Arba’t, as 
well as Salsin (m crude form), and the bottom reads Tusumayt and the date 932 
to 934 in figures as the case may be 

Shah-i-Hind Type — 

Dr Taylor, in his article m Numismatic Supplement No XXXIII, had, for 
lack of any better hypothesis, assigned these corns to Babar and Humayun 
Eight years after this Professor S H Hodivala tackled this problem more 
successfully, and he suggested, m Numismatic Supplement No XL, that 
these coins should more appropriately he assigned to Bahadur Shah of 
Gujarat This was further strengthened when he discovered the traces 
of the mmt Shahr-i-mukrram, Muhammadabad (Champancr), on the 
margins of some of them 

These coins hear the foUoivng couplet as the legend runmng all over the 
obverse and reverse 

Hrirkera ru-yo riwaji hast bar sathe zamin 
Sikka-i-Iqbal-i-Shah-i-Hmd darad bar jabm 

This can be translated as — 

Wlioevcr possesses name and fame on the surface of the earth bears on 
his forehead the stamp of the glory of the sovereign of India 

They were issued, it seems, only for six yeais from A H 935 to 940 Dr Taylor 
refers to a com dated 934, but it is not forthcoming These six or seven years of 
Bahadur were full of stirring events and prospenty He successfully attacked m 

succession the Deccan kings, the Ruler of Bidar, the Sultan of Malvn and the Raja 
of Djjam and became viitual master of all the southern countries He had aspir- 
ation, even for the throne of Delhi It is not improbable that he designed tins special 
type of currency to be introduced in those countries as a luaik of his triumph 
Thc=c coins can be separated into tvo varieties on tlie strengtli of the different 
arrangements of the legend, etc On the first vanct-s the rc\ersc legend is inscribed 
in a square, and the name of the mint runs on the four margins of the com In coins

On the silver corns the legend is the same as on the gold ones, diffenng only m 
arrangement, etc The following special features may be noted

(6) On corns Nos 804-816 the reverse legend is mscnbed m a peaked area, 
and the name of the father of the sultan is omitted , and 

(c) Com No 817 dated A H 991 is mterestmg masmuch as it has on the

This mint was uttering copper corns from the year of its foundmg (H 820 
to the j-enr of Sultan Ahmad s death in H 840 except tbo year H 834 Coin No 76 
of this mint is dated os early os H 827 it is not known whether this date is a 
freak or that tbo city was founded and tho mint established earlier than H 829 

It appears that this mint was uttering only coppers and was oxclosirdy used 
by Soltnn Ahmad Tho coins of none of the other sultans nor of any other meUi 
are known to hare been struck at this mint

In copper the number of coins is fairly large, and tliC 3 >- bear dates from H 871 
to 912, with few* gaps here and there Com No 303 dated 871 marks the first attack 
against Girnar, though the fort ivas finally captured in the 3 ’^car H 877 With the 
exception of tlus solitarj’' piece which is dated A 871, the rest of the coins bear dates

(а) Just as the Ahmadnagar mint was meant only for copper issues, this mmt 
vras active mostly wuth white metal Dr Tajdor had about thirteen silver com 
of tlus mint, but ho had not secured a single copper piece He therefore beheved 
that the coins were struck there by none except Malimud I and that too durmgs 
the period between H 895 and 904 , and that the whole period dunng winch the 
mint was working does not cover more than twenty-five years A glance at the 
Index of Mints iviU, however, show that the corns were struck at this mmt not only 
by Mahmud I, but also by his successors, Muzaffar EE, Bahadur Shah, and Mahmud 
ITT The dates found on them are from H 891 to 912, H 921 and 923, H 935 tp 
940, and H 944 respectively Copper coins, though their number is very hrmted, 
were struck by all the sultans mentioned above, except Muzaffar n Copper com

Rhnh The existenoe of one copper of Mahmud HI confirms the statement in the 
Imperial QaxeUeer "volume XI, page 304 that the after^ the death of Bahadur Sbah 
Mahmud HI twice made attempts to reoapture DIb from the Portuguese but 
without Bucoeaa This com however can make ns bebeve that Mahmud HI ought 
to have been successful at least once and held Dib for aom© time which enabled him 
to iwuo ooina m his own name from this mmt 

On two copper of Mahmud I and Mahmud HI the legend in the top and 
left margins reepeotlTely can be read os Ehittah -which is the attribirte preceding 
Dib though the actual name of the mint is miaang

WEIGHTS AND STANDARDS. 

Tho metrology of tlic coins issued by the siiltnns of Gujarat has hitheito liecii a 
tough problem to be solved by the numismatists In spite of a large nambei of 
pecimcns being available, the variety of u eighth is too copious to yield a decisive 
conclusion in the matter As early as A 1) 1002 Di Tajloi contributed a chaptci 
on the weights and measures of these coins and sunimaiised the results of his 
investigations in tvo tables shovaiig the various denominations that could be ascei- 
tained Takinc: a unit of 4 ratis, or 7 4 gniins, he postulated ten denominations in 
silver and ten in copper * According to him, a “ rati ” weighed 1 85 grains, and 00 
such ratis aent for a tola , this made a tola equnnlent to 177 0 grains 

In 1008, when Mr H N Wnght submitted his contribution m volume II of 
the Indum Mvsemn Catalogue, he held that a rati weighed 1 8 grains only, and 100 
sueh ratis made a tola, this brought a tola to 180 grains About the denomina- 
tions he IS silent, and evidently agreed w'lth the decision arm cd at by Di Tayloi 

The latest on tho subject is a scholarly article from the pen of Professor S H 
Hodivala which appeared in volume II (New Senes) of the Journal of the Bombay 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society in 192G In this article he discussed the matter at 
great length, but could not arrive at any definite conclusions in spite of the very nch 
collection of corns that he had in lus possession The very copiousness of details, 
he observed, creates confusion and embarrassment, more so because there is the 
absence of any hterary evidence on the subject, and because the coins themselves, 
having suSered in weight, due to constant use, cannot give the coiTect or exact 
weights for gmdance All the same, he added tw^o fresh denominations in the silver, 
and six more in the copper,t issues of this senes As icgards the difference of opmion 
in respect of the number of ratis contained m a tola, he thought it hazardous to 
decide, especially when the difference between the two theories of a tola came only 
to 2 4 grams , and it became still less m case of halves and quarters 

When we examine these theones in the light of the material at our disposal, 
it appears that Dr Taylor was correct m acceptmg the 96 lati standard for a tola, and 
it appears that Mr H N Wnght also has smee revised his theory of 100 ratis (vide 
his jomt article m the Numisniatic Supplement, No XXXVHI, “On the Metrology 
of the Early Sultans of Delhi,” published in 1924) As has been pomted out, the 
Gujarat sultans followed closely the style of their contemporanes at Delhi so far as 
the size, type, and general tone of the legends wore concerned There is no wonder if 
they had the same standard of weight — vtz , that of 96 ratis to a tola — as had their 
contemporaries at Delhi A survey of the weights of the copper issues of Ahmad I,

80 ratifl in weight make* it dear (from their weight of 146 to 147 grains m respect of 
full and 78 to 74 grams m case of half coins} that Dr Taylor s observation was 
oorreot 

As regards the silver coins issued by Muaaffar II, Dr Taylor hdd that they 
an issue weight of 60 ratis (t e 60x 1 111 grains) while Mr Wri^t was of 

opinion that the maximnin weight of the then rupee was 64 ratis (t a, 64 X 1 8= 
116 2 grams) As Profeasor Hodivala did not come acroflB any odn of MuzaSar II 
or those of his son Bahadur weighing more than 111 grams natnrally he sided with 
Dr Taylor In tho cabinet of the Prmoe of Wales Museum ho w e ver there is a 
com of Muiaffar n dated 929 (No 468) which weights 115 grains This evldenoe 
goes in favour of Mr Wright a coadoaoD 

Denommaiions 

Dr Taylor had olaKifled the known ailverand copper corns m twenty (ten in 
■Aver and ten in copper) different denominations Profestor Hodivala has, on the 
strength of his own odleotiaa added two more snhdlvisionB in silver and six others in 
copper making in all 28 denominations Hese denominations ought to be a certain 
mnltaple of a oommcn unit which on a oareful examination of coins available was 
ascertained by Dr Taylor to be of 7 4 grains or 4 ratis It does not seem feasihie 
for so many denommaUans to have bean quite independent of each other and as- 
A result of carefal olassihoation, we have been able to group them in several series, 
as shown below Evidently there were two three or more series current in every 
rnleris Ume and they consisted of a full, half quarter and eighth of a com In 
some eases coins with half as maoh agam the value and weight of a full com also 
seem to have been issued ■ —

LEGENDS. 

K wo go Ihrough the mintages of the previous rulers of India, we find that it 
was a practice with all those monarchs to strike coins wnth different types and legends, 
and the sultwns of Gujarat were no exception If we scrutinise the hst of legends, 
it can I'O seen that each sultan was strilung coins with different types of legends, and 
the coins of Mahmud 1 have about twenty different vaiieties of legends These 
legends narrate the name, the title, the faith of the ruling Sultan, and even the mmt 
where the coins were slruclc The legend on the gold and silver coins is much more 
elaborately designed than on the coppci issues, and the full legend was stamped only 
on coins of the tw o precious metals, w hile on coppem the legend was only fragmentary
